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Complaint is made that deer are 
ruthlessly slaughtered in the Adirondack 
wilderness, during the fall months, by 
the use of dogs, in defiance of the game- 
Uwb, which prohibit the pursuit of deer 
with dogs at any time. It is said that 
at least four hundred deer have been 
daily killed during the fall months 
this year. At this rate, soon the deer 
will be wholly exterminated. 

House raising hts become a large bus- 
iness on the I Western plains. Some of 
the herder- on the Yellowstone have 
from five hundred to fifteen hundred 
head, and are making fortunes by selling 
the three-year-olds at $50 to $100 each.

SiHC'E the shocking desecration or the 
late Alexander T. Stewart, hundreds — 
and perhaps we might say thousands — 
of letters ia regard to the mysterious 
robbery Lave been received by Judge 
Hilton and Mrs. Stewart. Some of 
these appear to be written in good laith, 
and offer advice and suggestions in regard 
to the recovery of the body, or 
give fome clew considered of 
value; but the majority of these 
epistles are worthless except as curiosities. 
As such they possess a certain interest. 
Many of them contain oners to restore 
the stolen body for a specified sum, vary- 
ing from $5,000 to $1,000,000.

mentioned] paid all the expenses of the 
thieves;" a fifth, that "the body is in a 
cellar on Murray Hill;" a sixth, that "it 
has never been removed from the vault,' 
and. so on indefinitely. One offers, if met 
"alone, between eight and nine o'clock 
p. m.," at an appointed place, to give im- 
portant information, "without reward;" 
another says, "When a reward of $1,000,- 
000 shall be paid, and perfect immunity 
from prosecution be most thoroughly 
guaranteed, then and not till then, shall 
we for an instant entertain any idea of 
opening negotiations," etc One party 
pathetically writes to Mrs. Stewart: 
"Believe me, it was the earnest, honest 
desire to stop the cries of hungry babes 
that incited us to do you this wrong," 
and goes on to state that eix professional 
men performed the deed, and that their 
price for returning the remains "is $50,000 
per man." This writer gratuitously adds: 
"We are not bad men. We are especially 
anxious that no harm shall come to 
society from this." Of course all com- 
munications which contain any valuable 
uggestions have been welcome. Al- 
though many sensational stories have been 
circulated, no important discoveries have 
been, made public, up to the present 
writing, which would identify the per- 
petrators of this outrage or lead to the 
recovery of the body.

It is generally expected at Madrid that 
if Moncasi is sentenced to death the king 
will exercise his prerogative ot pardon ;

T claim 
that MamelusT snd Pasha, the Hunga- 
rian horses, are unexcelled for this tea- 
ton. A horse-breeder, fresh from Paris, | 
dropped in here lasi evening He said 
he had failed to find in La Belle France 
animals so human in intell gence. 

I could tell you interesting things in 
the matter of trainiug trick horses, but 
it is with nc, as with doctors, what we 
know is out fortune. Kindness, I find, 
accomplishes more than the whip, al- 
though a horse mu-t have a wholesome 
dread of the lafer. Yeu might think 
that the mat difficult thing was to make 
horses stand t n their hind legs and walk 
arouud tbe ring. It's really one of the 
easiest I can make any horse ot good 
shape do it in t«vo days. But I usually 
teach it last When you teach it first a 
horse wante to do it all the time— he 
likes the fin. Now what ctn you do 
with a hone piroquetting on hind leg* 
when you Tant him to "play dead' or 
hunt the handkerchief? 

" My father gave m« tbe passion I have 
for educating horses. He is one of the 
biggest ' breakers ' in Europe. Since I 
was seven years old I have been, in some 
way, in the horse business. At that early 
age my work was confined to riding 
horeesat bresk-neck speed. At fi n en I 
went to tbe Imperial School at Berlin, 
where I learned a treat deal about horae*, 
and passed examinations successfully. 
Then I posted to the stables of the Em- 
peror ot Bussia, aud enjoyed the privi- 
lege of ' breaking' for him a magnificent 
stud. Afterward I was employed iu the 
well-known stables of Rentz Carri & 
Salamanscki. I am in love with my 
work, which I am pleased to call a high 
art, whether the books dub it that way 
or not. 

" If you ever go into the art," said 
Antony in conclusion, " remember that 
stallions alwayB make better trick horses 
than geldings. They are more intelli- 
gent, aud hence easier to train, and do 
not get weary so soon. You can begin 
to train for ' tricks' when an animal is 
two or three years old, and if you take 
care of hint he ought to be good for a 
quarter ot a century.

Of the thousands in this city who pre- 
face their meals in the market-places by 
consuming a dish of appetizing shrimps, 
how few realize the vast amount of pa 
tieut labor expended in securh.g tbe in- 
expensive shell-fish so temptingly placed 
beiore them, and of those who awkwardly 
attempt to twistand pull off the indiges- 
tible covering, how many imagine tbe 
existence of a process whertby the shells 
may be removed from tons ot shrimps al- 
most as q uickly aa the nn practiced band 
can strip a plateful ? Yet it is a fact 
that such a process has been perfected, 
and, as usual, where large profits can 
mac.e only by the payment of minimum 
wages to laborers, the Chinese have 
secured a monopoly of the business. O i 
the shores of the Bay of San Francisco 
over five hundred Chinamen are at the 
present time engaged in catching and 

ween '"South San Francisco and 

the Eight-Mile House the shrimp 
catchers have located in large numbers. 
There are six camps on the Potrero side, 
near the bone factory, composed of 
twelve men each. Six more, with an 
equal number of occupants, skirt the 
shore between Butchertown and Huntei's 
Point. Just beyond Hunter's Poini are 
two camp* of thirty Chinamen each, 
and at the Eight-Mile House there i* 
one camp containing ferty Chinamen. 
Each camp is a little community of itself, 
and is governed by a contractor or 
"boss," who consigns the cured Ehrimps 
to Chinese commission merchants on 
shares. The contractor, who is generally 
the rcpresenative ot some firm in the city, 
furnishes food and clothiug to his em- 
ployes, and the sum paid as wages i- 
consequently very small 

It would at first thought, in view of 
the stringent fishery laws in force in 
California, seem impossible to snare 
shrimp* without catching a considerable 
quantity of small fish. Thi»|difficulty is 
obviated by selecting a point where there 
is from twelve to twenty fathoms of 
water, and sinking tbe nets to a level 
beneath that usually traversed by fish. 
It is, ot course, impossible to avoid en- 
trapping seme of the smaller fish in rais- 
ing the nets. The nets used are funnel- 
Bhaped, and about thirty-six feet in 
length. The diameter at the mouth is 
eighteen feet, but decreases by gradations 
to one foot at the lower extrimity. The 
mesh is uaually a half-inch on the square 
for a distance of thirty feet horn the 
orifice.but is less than^a quarter ot an inch 
iu width from that point to the smaller 
end. The time choaen for setting the 
nets is when the tide is coming in, and 
thev are allowed to remain in the water 
until after the ebb. They are then 
lifted, and the contents couveyed'to land. 
The camps described posstss thirty-six 
boats, and five men contitute a crew. 
Each boat contains from twelve to fif- 
teen nets, and twenty baskets of shrimps 
at a single catch is a fair average. These 
baskets will hold about one hundred and 
fifty pounds each. 

Alter landing, the shrimps are placed 
in vats of boiling water, with a fire un- 
derneath, and boiled for about half an 
hour, being frequently sprinkled with 
coarse Bait. They are then spread out 



and left to dry and 
Air days, btiuglre- 

spawn and dirt are 
either detached or in such a dry and 
cracked condition a« to beea«ily removed. 
A force of Chinamen is then put to 
work tramping the beds of dry shrimps 
with their heavy wooden shoes. They 
go over and over the mass, sliding their 
leet aa does a negro dancer when he is 
shuffling over the stage. The tramping 
process concluded, the miscellaneous 
mixture is put into a winnowing-ma- 
cbine, where the shells are separated

The 
seven matked burglars were a* secure as 
if they were robbing a lonely farm 
house, with not another house for miles 
around, in lead of a bank in the heart ot 
a great city, in broad daylight, with 
people constantly passing and repassing, 
who could look directly into the room 
where tbe thieves were at work. It is 
one of t'ae most startling curiosities of 
crime tbnt these seven men could enter 
this bank in daylight unpercjeived, over- 
power a family and obtain the keys a-d 
combination that guarded millions of 
dollars in cash, bonds and Kecurities, 
enter the bank and spend an hour or two, 
in plain signt from two streets, packing 
up its assets, and then leave it through 
an exit into one of the most frequented 
streets of tbe city, and escape with their 
booty without attracting the attention.ot 
any one, altheugh several patrolmen 
passed and repassed the building and 
looked»in, as was their wont, to observe 
time by the clock on the larger vault 
which the thieves at that very time were 
wrecking. The circumstances ol that 
bold robbery argue either an incompre- 
hensible lack of observation upon the part 
of those whose duty it is to have their 
eves open, or the possession upon the 
part of the thieves of invisible powers 
not hitherto known outside of the 
"Arabian Sights."!! Had a writer of 
fiction invented a rimilar situation for 
his villains, the book reviewers would 
have accused him of inconsistency and 
waut ot fidelity to nature.

from the meat as perfectly a* chart m from 
grain. There are three spouts to the 
separator, through one ot which the 
whole shrimps are shot into a basket. 
The other spouts are used respective for 
the shrimps crushed by the tramping 
and the detached hulls. Thus dried and 
skinned the shrimps are put in bags and 
sent to the city. A few of them are 
shipped to China, but owing to the h?gh 
rate of transportation, which makes tne 
article more of a luxury than a commo- 
dity in that country, tbe export trade 
has not proved profitable. The first 
price of dried shrimps in San FraneJeoo 
is from five to eight cents per pound. A 
sack containing 150 pounds of the un- 
drivd article will pr-nluce from eight to 
ten pounds ater the drying process. Ite- 
fore curing, the sp >t price ol shrimps is 
from tro to three and a half cents per 
pound Delivered to restaurants the 
price i* five cents per pound. The prin- 
cipal camps of Chinamen are in the in- 
terior towns, where the .shrimps com- 
mand a high figure, and when made into 
soup are esteemed a dainty di-h. 

The broken shrimps, wnose segregation 
has been alluded to are grouud into a 
coarse flour, which retails at three to 
four cents per p >und. A use has also 
!>een discovered tor the shells, and they 
are Bbipped exclusively to China, 
There they arc valuable as manure, and 
rs a poison to the worm which works 
-uch destruction to the tea plant of that 
country. There is nearly as much pro- 
fit from the sale o! the crushf d shells aa 
trom that of the shrimps themselves. 
The Chinamen state that this is the ouly 
remedy at present known for the tea 
pest. .and the heavy shipment-* indicate 
that this lizht yet bulky article has more 
virtues thau those of any fertilizer. 

The extect to which the business of 
shrimp catching in the Jiay of San 
Francisco has advanced is most remark 
able. The amount of buairess at first 
hands will reicb $15,000 per month, and 
new markets are constantly opening 
At certain perils the demand is so great 
that two trips into thv bay are made 
daily, which nearly doubles the amount 
of ordinary supply, and necessitates the 
employment of a large force of extra men 
The most serious disadvantage o' tbe 
trade is that it can at present be pro 
secuted only during the dry season, the 
rain preventing the exposure of the 
shrimps for drying purposes. This di 
ficulty will probably be obviated as the 
business enlarges by tbe drying and 
crushing of the shrimps in heated rooms, 
instead of the open air. during the 
winter. 



HOARS EN EBB AND LOSS OF VOICE. 
We append some paragraphs on these 
topics which have lately been printed in 
our exchanges: (1) For boar»pnr*« or 
tickling in the thro tt, take a small 
quantiiyof dry powdered borax, place it 
on the tongue, and let it slowiy dissolve 
and run down the throat moist at night 
and prevent coughing. (2) Whea the 
voice is lost, as is sometimes the case 
from the effects of cold, a simple renu dy 
isfurni-hed by beating up tbe white of 
one e,rg, adding to it the juice of one 
lemon/and sweetening with white sugar 
to the tss'e Take a tablespoonful from 
time to time. (3) At night befere going 
to bed have ready a pint bowl into Which 
you have squeezed tie juice of half a 
lemou, add to this one teaspoonful of 
glycerine and one or two tablespoon ft ul 
of good whisky or brandy; pour over 
boiling water, sweeten we'l with loaa 
suear, aud drink very hot. (4) Spiken- 
ard root, sliced and bruised, and then 
steeped in a teapot containing t qual parts 
of water and spirits, and the vapor in- 
haled, when sufficiently cooled, will re- 
lieve the sorenens aud hoarseness of tbe 
throat or lunes when arising from cough 
or cold. (5) "Horseradish will afford in- 
stauteous reliel in most obstinate cases 
of hoarseness. The root, of course, pos- 
■eaeea the most virtue, though the leaves 
are good till they are dry when they loee 
theirstrength. The root is best when it is 
gieen. The person wl e will u e it frtely 
just before beginning to spe»k will not 
be troubled with hoarseness. (6) Heat 
well the whites ot two eggs.'add two 
tablespoon fu Is white sugar, grate in half 
a nutmeg, add a pint of lukewarm water, 
stir well and drink often/; Repeat the 
preparation, if necessary. (7) Whoever 
will try honey and alum— a small por- 
tion of each— will never suffer 
hoarseness.

It costs practically nothintr, and forms 
the illuminator and heater of the town 
The city is lighted by it, and the street . 

lamps blaze away at noonday as well as j goose that laidjhe golden ^"a"^ 

at midnight. It costs nothing to let 
them burn, and it takes trouble to put 
them out. 

Almost, the entire furl used in tins 
town is this gas. It is conducted into 
the grates and stoves in pipes, and by it 
all the cooking and heating is done. It 
does the business, makes no dirt, is easy 
to kindle and cost* very little. Why, 
for instance, the Dobbiu House, where I 
am now writing, is a three-^story brick, 
containing in the neighborhood of fifty 
rooms and a basement. Its light and 
fuel for the whole house is composed of 
gas and costs only $14 per month , the 
year r.<uud, snd its light is not the 
flickering mockery of poorly manufac- 
tured gas, but a flame which approxi-

However deplorable all 
this may be from the moral point ol 
view, it is a case of hard necessity and 
involvee the salvation of the bank. If 
there is any responsibility for this, it 
must be fastened upon the beneficient 
tendencies of modern civilization which 
have brought us to th*t standard of 
moral ethics where wo can punish a 
man who steals a dollar out of another's 
pocket or a loafot bread out of a window, 
but cannot punish a man whose theft 
involves millions. The magnitude of the 
crime oversweeps the limits of the law 
and successfully defies the processes of 
the courts. Tbe mills of justice grind 
tbe petty rogue exceedingly fine, but the 
oJpesal rogue clogs the wheels with his 
huge load of plunder. It is not impossi- 
ble as civilization progresses that we may 
reach that point where a person dissatis- 
fied with the management of a bank may 
steal tbe aaaete and open a new bank 
with them over the way. The only con- 
dition of success i e magnitude.

I' irs*,. heat the fre»bly-ext>re. juice 
of the. cane, sorghum or npis, in a 
copper or tipne*l-'.r n ve-?' ! tu temper- 
ature as shown by a thermometer sus- 
pended so that the mercury bulb is 
immersed in the juice of 180 decrees 
Fahrenheit, equal to 82 degrees Centi- 
grade. 

J-Seeond, after the juice Im-been heated 
to 1*5 degrees Fahrenheit, add and stir 
into it one fluid ounce of cream of lime 
to eech gallon of juice, er from five to 
seven pounds (pints) to igch hundred 
gallons of juice. 

Third, a ter adding and stirrluc; in the 
cream of lime, heat the j.'-ice rapidly to 
the bailing point. 

Fourth, when it begin* to boil, shut 
off" the heat or remove the vessel con- 
taining the juice from the fire, aud a." 
soon as the sediment begins to settle, 
draw off with a siphon the clear liquid 
from tne top until at least nine-tenths of 
the whole quantity of juice has been 
thus removed, leaving a thick, muddy 
sediment at thix bottcm. 

Fifth, sweep out with a broom this 
muddy sediment into a lug, filter, and 
add the filtrate as it passes through the 
filler to the clear liquid siphoned off. 

^ixth, to the clear liquid thus obtained 
in sections fourth and fifth which should 
be allowed to oool to a temperature of 
150 degrees Fahrenheit (equal to 66 
degrees centigrade) and not lower; there 
is n »w aoUfed of Solution B one fluid 
ounce to each g»!lori of j'tice, or from 
five to seven pints each 100 gaQoDS of 
juice.

Eigth, when the thermometer in the 
boiling juice indicates a temperature of 
235 (rqual to 122 centigrade ) the sirup 
should be withdrawn from the fire, and 
it should be kept to crysisi'/.e in a room 
of about 70 degrees Fahrenheit, equal to 
27 centigrade. To facilitate cry»ta!izv 
tion, a tew grains of granulated sugar 
may be added to the cooling sirup when 
it iias reached the temperature of 100 
degrees;. Fa jjrefibeit {eqrttal- to- 3S ceir.i- 
grade.)

Dressed Poultry. — We offer the fol- 
lowing timely directions for the dressing 
and handling of puitry. Live poultry 
during the tall is generally a drug on the 
market, and dressed lots when in gooo 
order -are takm in preference. Poultry 
should after bo killed by the wringing 
of the neck, hot should be killed by 
bleeding, bv means ot <>is-ii:ng tne veins, 
or by cutting off toe l:«ad, so as to let 
them bleed treely. 1 f the hitter be done, 
care should be taken and draw the skin 
over the neck and tie secure before ship- 
ping.. Deface the neck as little as pos- 
sible, aa the looks will materially aid in 
bringing outside prices. Poultry should 
be picked dry, which can easily be done 
by plucking before the bodies are cold, 
and slwavs give poultry a nice appear- 
ance. However, when scalded, the water 
should be as near boiling as possible and 
yet not, really, boiled. The poultry 
should be dipped, so that the water will 
have proper elect on the skin, and pene- 
trate the feathers, The feathers should 
be picked immediately, but care should 
be taken and not break thr skin, Poul 
try, before being killed, should be kept 
twenty»fonr hours without food. Before 
pack.ng, it should get thoronchly dry 
and cord, but not frozen. Mud prate 
sired boxes or barrels should be used, but 
avoid very iarge packages as much as pos- 
sible, as there is considerable trouble in 
handling, tesides b-ing mure difficult to 
■ell. In picking, use clean boxes, and 
line the ends and sides with paper. Al- 
ways pack as closely as po=*ib!e, and fill 
the b >ses well, so there will be no chance 
for the poultry to move about.

tons, distributed over the entire surface, 
oi about 137 1-7 tons on every square 
foot of its body. 

The materials for artificial light and 
for the lubrication of machinery are now 
supplied from many sources; and as the 
whales are becoming scarce from being so 
constantly hunted, the whale fishery will 
probably soon bs given up as a regular 
branch of industry. A white whale was 
captured in the Gulf of St. Lawrence in 
1861, and kept on public exhibition in 
a water-tank for nearly two years. He 
was ten feet long and weighed 700 
pounds. During his confinement he 
showed some capacity lor education. 
He was sufficiently well-trained to allow 
hinvelt to be harnessed to a car, in which 
he drew a young lady around the tank.

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A Talk About Whales. 

Thomas .1. Bowdith In the Tr.'jr Times. 

The whale is the monar< h of the di * p 
and, in regard to dimensions, the mou 
arch of creation, all animals shrinking 
into insignificance when brought into 
comparison with his enormous siz?. The 
common whale seldom exceeds seventy 
feet in length, and is much more fre- 
quently under sixty. Two specimens ot 
the rorqual or raz >r-back whale hsve 
been observed that measured 125 t\< ' 
lenu'th. One ot these was found floating 
lifeless in Uavis Sixaita and the other in 
Columbia River One cast on the shore 
at North Berwick, Scotland, and pre- 
served by I>r. Knox, was eitrhty-three 
leet iu length. BoBM extHYagaotatorte* 
have been to'd in olden times in regsid 
to the length ot whales. Baron Cuvier, 
the eminent naturalist says : ' There in 
doubt that whales have r>een at cert :u 
epochs and iu certain seas upward of 
300 eetlong/' 

Tlie whale has been an object of eim* 
mercial pursuit, and it is surprising that 
so little is generally known of his natural 
history. Whales are warm-blooded, th ir 
temperature rising very considerably 
above that of the surrounding water. 
They breathe, as does man, by lungs; the 
h'.rynx has the form of a cone, and when 
the whale is breathing, projects into the 
e .vity of the posterior nares, where it is 
met aud embraced by the mu:cies of 
the palate, and thus a tree passage is 
'•pened through the nostrils from the 
lungs direct to the external air, although I 
at the same time the whole head and ! 
mouth may be under water. 

In order to get iid of the water which I 
is tafcen into :he mouth, the whale per-| 
<oruis the act of deglutition, but at -the 
same time closes the pharynx to prevent 
the passage of the water beyond the 
necessary point. By these means it is 
forced up the nasal passages, and by a 
sudden contraction of the muscles about 
these parts it is finally expelled In a )et 
of water which rises to some height, aid 
i.s lernu-d " blowing." In their i .terna 1 
anatomy they present features of perfect 
agreenie nt witti man and all mammals of 
quadrupeds. Tney have a four-cham* 
tiered heart, this being the highest tyj-e 
of heirt that we meet with in the animal 
series ; and in respect of their brain struc- 
ture and of other characters, the whales 
prf s?nt a close resemblance to ihe quad- 
rupeds. The h»-<td of the whale is dis- 
pi»iportionately large in comparison wi'h 
the .-ize of the body, generally being one- 
third, and sometimes ene-half, the size of 
the latter.

There ia no greater fallacy than the 
opinion of many, particularly the young 
and strong and rigorous, that winter — 
especially a sharp, f rogt y one, with plenty 
of snow — is trajmost healthy season of 
the year. Very f ew persons seem to 
realize the fact that cold is the condition 
of death, and that in both warm and 
cold climates it jg our unconscious effort 
to maintain out bodily heat at a temp- 
erature of 98 dej t hat wears out. To 
this temperature, cAlled "bloods-heat," 
every cubic inch 0 f oxvgen that serves to 
vitalise our blood must be raised by our 
own bodily beat, or life ceases. Since in 
cold weather the maintenance of a suf- 
ficiently-elevated bodily temperature be- 
comes very often too great for our 
strenght, the advent of a severe Winter 
is really more to be dreaded than the 
visitation of a pestilence. The caving. 
'•Heat ia life — cold iadeath;" has a strik- 
ing illustration and confirmation iu the! 
reports now regularly submitted by Dr. j 
Russell Ut the Glasgow sanitary Com- ; 
mittee. The death-rate rises and falls • 
with the regularity of the thermometer, i 
S » many degrees less heat, so many more I 
slcaths, and virer-v.*.: In one of his fort- 
nightly reports. Dr. Russell say* : "The I 
sleath-rato in the first week ot the fort- 
night was iwenty-c»ne, and in the second 
week twenty-five. The mean temperature 
in the former week was 40 Sdeg. Fahren- 
heit, in the latter 39.5 deg." lie attrib 
utes the low rate of the first week to the 
high mean temperature of the preceding 
fortnight, which wax47.(W deg., and adds: 
"This is a good illustration ot a law which 
we frequently observe to these reports of 
temperatim anddeath-rates — that a w eek 
of low temperature produces a rise i:i 
mortality the week wllowing." In our 
climate it would probably be difficult to 
a m< re tjggygpL. cause of serious 
.u^iTPhta ibarf^roSgP cold. Whatevei 
.veak place we have, whatever constitu 
ti-Mjal disorder we be subject to, cold will 
surely discover. We take colds because 
our vitality is too low to ward oft the 
effects of the reduced temperature arouud 
us. As a matter «f first importance, 
then, to — intcold md the various de- 
rangem"nt- oi the sjjtem consequent, it 
is necessary by prnpei nutrition to main- 
tain our natural aniuHl heat; second, to 
retain this heat by amitlicient quantitv 
of clothing ; third, to regulate with care 
the temperature of flie air we breathe. 
Contrary to the opifjon current among 
lovers of odd weattr, a fire in a bed- 
room in the winter a cheaper anil better 
tiiau a doctor's bill ; for, owing to our 
inactive condition during sleep, the cir- 
culation of the vitalizing blood is both 
slow and imperfect, ind hence the danger 
of taking cold by breathing cold air is 
greatly increased. A cold is the begin 
mg of everythiDi' t.at is bad. If any 
one conscious of having caught one U els 
cold chills c<eepiDg up the back, let him 
apply a mustard-plaster to the bottom ot 
the spir.e and lower part ot the back at 
once; and by so dong he may av rt a 
dangerous illuefs beftre it is too late and 
medical advice can be procured. I 
should never b9 forgotten that "heat is 
li»e— cold is death "

To I try Flowers in Sand. 

Tiier.^ uro many of our brilliant flowers, 
such as dahlias, pausies, pinks, gerani- 
ums, sweet williams, carnations, gladi- 
olus, which may lie preserved ior years. 
White) flowers will not answer well for 
this purpose, nor any succulent plant, as 
hyacinths or cactus. Take deep dishes, 
i.r thoce of sufficient, depth to allow flow- 
ers to he an inch deep with sand. <iet 
the common white eand, such as is used 
for scouring purtMise*, cover the bottom 
of the di-h with a layer about half an 
inch deep, and then lay in the flowers, 
with their stems downward, holding 
them firmly in place while you sprinkle 
more sand over t!iem until all places 
betweea the petals are filled and the 
flowers are out ot sight.

It was not until the seventeenth 
century that the whale fishery engaged 
the Maritime Nations of Europe as an 
important briinch of commerce. This

aachusetts, somewhere between lGr30 and 
1670 W.^r e aby,F.R.tf., in .

The 
Commission will find out, probably, the 
cause and cure of yellow fever, and 
other fevers, but it will not hinder the 
catisa nor advance the cure. That is for 
each town, village, and household to do. 
The matter is one of National import- 
ance, but it is also one of individual ef- 
fort.

diet ot the {opulatioos (Either tliao any 
other discoverable cause in the locality, 
such as moisture or drought. He repre- 
sents that Mohammedans and Jews were 
then and are now more exempt from 
fevers than other white races. The In- 
dians of the Amazon attribute feveis j 
directly to the eating ot meat. The 
former nations are, it not exclusively, j 
still very much of vegetable feeders, 
while the Indians and negroes ol tiie 
tropics live on vegetables and fruit al- 
most exclusively. During our hot trop- 
ical summers we live and eat as if they 
were still enduring the rigors of an 
arctic winter ; our houses and clothes, 
cur hours of repast, of -a-ork and of sleep 
are ail based on false notions. We have 
no ventilation for our dwellings and 
bodies, do not bathe enough in summr r, 
do not sleep or rest after meals, and 
violate the laws of health by consuming 
great quantities of meat and other heai- 
inf food.

James Warner and policeman Ilackett bad 
the goo* luck to eapinre the i Mu » m m, 
charged with robbing the grocery bouse 
ef J- H. Brown.
